TRUE HORSE TALE 

I believe the most thrilling experience [ 
have had with horses was with a big, fine 
work team I owned back in the “Good Old 
Days” of 1912. 

Bids were called for by the Power and 
Light Company to furnish 350 large poles 
which had to be gotten from a mountain 
nine thousand feet high in Utah. The 
regular contractors wouldn’t take the job 
as it was late October and the snow was 
due any time. 

One day everything happened to make 
us late. At 8 p. m. we were at the top of 
a steep hill covered with ice and snow, 
and five miles from camp. Using good 
judgment, my partner decided to leave his 
load and return the next day but I decid- 
ed to take the chance of going on. 

I put a couple of rough locks on the back 
wheels but I hadn’t gone far when one of 
the horses lost his footing and went down 
. . . in seconds the others followed. All 
I could do was to sit helplessly by looking 
for a place to jump in case the wagon went 
over and hoping it would stop about 300 
feet down the hill, which it did. We got 
the badly scratched horses up and went on 
to camp o. k., earning money the hard 
way.—A. B. Graham.
